This letter is the final response to your Freedom of Information Act (FOIA) request to U.S. 
Immigration and Customs Enforcement (ICE), dated December 13, 201 1. You have requested "a 
copy of any files, reports, evidence, or guidance created or compiled in preparation of the seizure of 
the web domain dajazl .com, which was seized as part of Operation In Our Sites." 

Your request has been processed under the FOIA, 5 U.S.C. § 552. A search of the ICE Office of 
Homeland Security Investigations (HSI) for documents responsive to your request produced records 
that contain equities from both ICE and U.S. Customs and Border Protection (CBP). The records 
have been processed as to ICE equities and have been referred to CBP for processing and direct 
response to you. 

You have the right to appeal ICE's determination. Should you wish to do so, send your appeal and a 
copy of this letter to: U.S. Immigration Customs Enforcement, Office of Principal Legal Advisor, 
U.S. Department of Homeland Security, Freedom of Information Office, 500 12 th Street, S.W., Stop 
5009 Washington, D.C. 20536-5009, following the procedures outlined in the DHS regulations at 6 
C.F.R. § 5.9. Your appeal must be received within 60 days of the date of this letter. Your envelope 
and letter should be marked "FOIA Appeal." Copies of the FOIA and DHS regulations are available 
at www.dhs. gov/foia . 

The Office of Government Information Services (OGIS) also mediates disputes between FOIA 
requesters and Federal agencies as a non-exclusive alternative to litigation. If you wish to contact 
OGIS, you may email them at ogis@nara.gov or call 1-877-684-6448. 

Provisions of the FOIA and Privacy Act allow us to recover part of the cost of complying with your 
request. In this instance, because the cost is below the $14 minimum, there is no charge. 1

A copy of any files, reports, evidence, or guidance created or compiled in preperation of the 
seizure of the web domain dajazl.com, which was seized as part of Operation In Our Sites. 

I request expedited processing of this request as it is of great public interest and 
immediate public importance due to the current Congressional debate regarding SOPA, which 
would go further in giving government authority to seize domains and implement restrictive 
web filtering. 

Please query both the elements of DHS that were involved in the seizure and investigation, as 
well as elements of ICE that were involved in the seizure, investigation and continued 
maintenance of the domain. 



I also request that, if appropriate, fees be waived as I believe this request is in the 
public interest. The requested documents will be made available to the general public free of 
charge as part of the public information service at MuckRock.com, processed by a 
representative of the news media/press and is made in the process of news gathering and not 
for commercial usage.
